There is happily nothing in the general outline 
or purport of the president’s message that con- 
: gress, now in the control of the party opposed to 
his own, cannot cordially accept. In some con- 
crete matters such as tariff making the Repub- 
nean leaders will go considerably further in the 
direction of protection than Mr. Wilson’s Demo- 
cratic doctrine would approve. The excellent Re- 


_ publican program reported the other day puts a 


very desirable emphasis on reform of appropria- 
tions and expenditures through the adoption of 
aà Budget system, and shows a sense of the urgent 
need for economy which the president seems not 
inclined to stress. But in the field covered by 
the message, to which, of course, the Republican 
congress will largely add, the recommendations 
offer no serious occasion of conflict. 7 
The prominence given the problem of industrial 
relations is, in our opinion, wise, and we heartily 
agree with the president's views expressed in the 
message on this subject and share his confidence 
that “the genius of our business men and the 


sound. practical sense of our workers can work | 


out” a closer cojperation and a more harmonious 
and mutually profitable relation. In this achieve- 
ment we think the president has been especially 
wide in pointing out that while legislation can 
accomplish something along lines of codrdinating 
and improving present methods of mediation and 
conciliation and the protection of health and safety, 
the new spirit and method of industrial organiza- 
tion “are not to be brought about by legislation 
so much as by the common counsel and voluntary 
cobperation of cMPitalist, manager, and workmen.” 
The question of taxation is one of the most im- 
portant the new congress will have to deal with, 
War needs are ending, but not war effects, and 
we shall have to bear a weight of unprecedented 
taxation for some time.

What the president says of the return of the 
railroads, telegraph, and telephone to private own- 
ership is rather more general than could be wished, 
but is sufficiently clear to indicate the trend of 
his policy, which is toward better regulation and 
codrdination rather than government operation. We 
have hopes that a Republican congress will take 
up the whole problem of railroad regulation, so 
long shirked by both parties, and will produce a 
comprehensive plan which shall permit the broader 
organization and combination of existing lines in 
a coherent economic system, protect the legiti- 
mate revenues of properties as well as the interests 
of the employés, prevent exploiting finance, and 
foster the steady growth and efficiency of our whole 
transport resources. Our boggling treatment of 
the railroad problem has been enormously costly 
and produced a condition which in a time of na- 
tional peril might well have proved disastrous. It 
has produced conditions which, without respect 

to war needs, were putting a steadily increasing tax 
upon our business efficiency. Perhaps this is now 

so apparent to the shortsighted opponents of rail- 
road relief that a sound system of regulation can 
be established. Only such a reform, promptly car- 
ried through, can save us from government opera- 
tion and ownership—an alternative, we are certain, 
the American people has no stomach for at this 
The president makes no mention of the serious 
duty of establishing a modern system of national 
defense, but this omission, we trust, is to be 
_aseribed not to a persistent inability to realize the 
needs in that field but a postponement for treatment 
in his promised report on the peace treaty.

The objection will be raised that the treaty has 
not been signed by the German envoys. But this 
is answered by the authoritative statement that no 
substantial amendment proposed by the Germans 
will be accepted. The present text is therefore 
virtually final, and may be studied as if it were 


make no difference in the general judgment. 

A more serious objection may be that if the un- 
signed treaty is subject to criticism in the senate 
the Germans might take advantage of such points 
as might favor their contentions or interests. This 
objection can be met by the postponement of dis- 
cussion on peace term provisions until the treaty 
Mis signed. The league of nations provisions, mean- 
while, which are of chief interest to us, could be 
given that open examihation and debate which is 
the essence of Mr. Wilson’s principle of open cove- 
nants, openly arrived at. 

We do not know what the state department will 
do with the resolution if passed. But if it does not 
put the senate in possession of the treaty, at least 
for study, later attempts to hasten dction in that 
body on the ground that the need of peace is urgent 
will not be as telling as otherwise they might be. 
In any case, the senate, we trust, will not be 
hurried int® adopting the treaty before it has thor- 
oughly canvassed its complicated commitments and 
imp\ications.

One of the immediate effects of wholesale thievery 
is an advance in insurance rates to an almost pro- 
hibitive point. To the original cost of the car must 
be added almost 10 per cent for insurance and a 
variety of locks. The car is stolen, the insurance 
company pays—and up go the rates again. 

The ease with which cars are stolen, shipped to 
other cities, or dismantled and disposed of piece- 
meal has invited the participation of many persons 
who might otherwise ¢ vote themselves to nobler 
pursuits. 

An occasional insurance agent may discover 
profit in conspiring toward the disappearance of a,
